essary to clear the heavily- arm¬ 
ed rebel troops from Buddhist 
pagodas in Da Nang despite 
threats by monks to bum them¬ 
selves to death in the worsening 
political crisis. 

A dispatch from Hue. where 
rebel troops are digging in fear¬ 
ful of a government attack, said 
the city's fuel supply was being 
used up rapidly by truck, jeepR 
and armored personnel carriers 
loaded with rebel troops. Stu¬ 
dents set up barricade* on stra¬ 
tegic streets. 


Buddhist youths in Saigon 
challenged Ky’s military govern¬ 
ment by calling a mass rally to¬ 
day to protest the Da Nang pa¬ 
goda incident. Combat police 
and soldiers moved into Saigon 
under orders to break up any 
demonstrations. 

As the situation in the north¬ 
ern provinces rapidly deterior¬ 
ated, the Viet Cong for the first 
Ltime publicly offered its armies 
to the anti-government forces to 
tielp overthrow Ky and chief of 
state Gen. Nguyen Cao Thieu. 

In Hue. rebel troop* opened 


fire on a Vietnamese government 
plane dropping leaflets urging 
unity in the fight against the 
Communists. 

A Catholic-Buddhist conironta- 
tion also loomed in Hue after 
Catholic charges that hand gren¬ 
ades were hurled Wednesday 
night from a Buddhist pagoda at 
the grave of former president 
Ngo Dinh Diem's father.

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It Can Happen Here 

T HE INCREDULOUS reaction of Mrs. George Chat- 
terton, wife of the Saanich Conservative member 
of the House of Commons, when her husband informed 
her of the fatal bomb-blast in a Parliament Buildings 
washroom, possibly typifies the reaction of most people 
in this country. "In Canada?” was her shocked com¬ 
ment. 

The distressing incident certainly emphasises the 
vulnerability of those who sit in the Commons, or, for 
that matter, in the public galleries. 

But it is difficult to suggest what greater pre¬ 
cautions could be taken to prevent such dangerous 
occurrences. It would scarcely bo feasible to search 
every visitor to the House. Nor would admittance by 
ticket after an identifying examination be any more 
practicable. An anarchist or a terrorist, if he were de¬ 
termined on doing some evil thing, could readily find a 
way to circumvent security measures of any kind short 
of those which have distinguished some of the totali¬ 
tarian systems. 

Even a sprinkling of aimed plainelothesmen in 
the public galleries and the augmenting of the numbers 
of uniformed attendants w'ould provide no guarantee 
against attack by some innocent-appearing grenade 
thrower or gunman. i 

We shall simply have to continue to rely upon the 
good sense of the people as a whole, or that fanatics 
will expose themselves in some way that they can be 
restrained before they are in a position to do damage. 

Fortunately in this country we have a generally 
very level-headed citizenry. Political feelings, while 
ihey may he strong, rarely erupt in violence. Even 
in those areas where there are elements preaching se¬ 
paratism and rebellion, serious more in the sense or 
nuisance than anything else, there is seldom seen the 
murderous display which characterizes more politi¬ 
cally volatile and turbulent peoples. , . 

In the case of Paul Joseph Chartier and the bomb 
with which he destroyed himself, his was an act of 
madness. 

- All evidence points- to the fact that this unfor¬ 
tunate man was deranged to the point of mania. In 
no way can his actions be construed as political. They 
were rather a symptom of his sickness. 

This may be cold comfort for the politicians in the 
( ommons w ho may be expected to keep a wary eye on 
tne galleries, at least until the memory of the Chartier 
affair has dimmed. 

But the fact is any one of them is a relatively easy 
target for a fanatic inside or outside the House. A 
really determined assassin can generally reach his 
prey. 

Past or Present? 

T HERE ARE SOME people (often calling themselves 
philosophers) who claim that the nuclear age ne¬ 
gates history. 

They believe that the lessons of the past can no 
longer be applied to the problems of the future. 

They say that history can tell us where we have 
been but can’t tell us where we are going. 

History, they declare, will no longer repeat itself. 
Those who subscribe to. this theory may be in¬ 
terested in the following passage: 

» . . It is certain that the government is very 
weak; that it grows weaker day by day, and the 
cause of its lack of power is not external attack but 
inherent imbecility. (The prime minister) has un¬ 
dertaken a task which at his age he should have 

avoided. . . „ . _ . 

“A ‘hot blood’ cooled is excellent: but a cool 
mind chilled is bad. The fact, too, that we have-Just 
had one very old premier is not a reason, but the 
opposite of a reason, for selecting another very old 

° ne * “We cannot go on waiting for ever. The time 
of the country is too valuable and its business too 
great to permit us to live perpetually in the tedious 
observance of estimable age.” 

As proscribes of history they should be inter¬ 
ested because this passage was not written today or 
yesterday as a criticism of Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson and his Liberal government—but over a hun¬ 
dred years ago by The Times of London as a rebuke to 
the British prime minister, Lord Russell, and his Lib¬ 
eral government. 

On the Up and Up 

I F PREMIER BENNETT were asked, or even if he 
weren’t asked, he would affirm that British Co¬ 
lumbia is the fastest-growing segment of the Confed¬ 
eration; dynamic is how he usually terms the prog¬ 
ress of this province. 

The latest population figures issued by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics serve in a measure to but¬ 
tress his opinion. B.C. is out in front in the ratio of 
increase Airing the past five years. The national 
average is 9 per cent but B.C. is cited at 13.6 per cent, 
the highest gain of any province. In the number of 
human heads it continues to rank third of all, a posi¬ 
tion it reached 15 years ago and has strengthened 
ever since. 

By next month the national count is expected to 
reach the 20,000,000 mark, with B.C. coming near to 
s tenth of that total. 

This province is still a long way behind Quebec 
and Ontario, where most CanaAans are located—the 
present estimates for these two provinces are 5,733.000 
and 6,868,000 respectively compared to B.C.’s 1,850,- 
000—but these provinces have a much lengthier his¬ 
tory in terms of human settlement and are close to 
the industrial belt of the US. which invites similar 
and allied development. 

The day may yet be far distant when B.C. edRes 
one or other of these older provinces for the top pop¬ 
ulation spot, but even 50 more years should substan¬ 
tially alter the story. In the last 30 years B.C. has 
steadily become home to a greater proportional num¬ 
ber of people than even these two sisters. 

British Columbia still Aps into its natural re¬ 
sources for its primary economic results, but develop¬ 
ment rests on the human factor. The greater the 
number of citizens the more will industrial growth be 
recorded and manufacturing processes burgeon. This 
latter phase of B.C. progress is also increasing and 
cannot but enlarge as the population multiplies. And 
that In turn will invite more human heads for the 
statistical bureau to count. 

As it stands now, however, B.C. holds an enviable 
third place in the population ratios of the nation. That 
is enough to warrant it a seat at the head table of the 
federal-provincial conference to be held next month in 
this city.

South Viet Nam—Degringolade 

French Sums It All Up 


By JOSEPH KRAFT 

WASHINGTON Dcgringo- 
lade is a French word mean¬ 
ing how everything slowly 
came apart. It is the only 
word I know that adequately 
cover* the evenis of last 
weekend in South Viet Nam. 
For the military seizure of Da 
Nang >s an episode so many- 
sided tn its adverse effects 


that thp costs have to he 
counted in order to be real¬ 
ized. 

For a starter, there is the 
reinforcement, at least tem¬ 
porarily, of the regime of Air 
Vicp Marshal Nguyen Cao Ky. 
But the Ky regime is unfit to 
govern South Viet Nam. or 
any other country. As pre- 
aenjly organized, it is not 
suited even to fight a war It 
has little capacity to clear 
and hold territory in the wake 
of American military suc¬ 
cesses. still less to provide 
security and social services. 


Most of the leading generals 
*n the regime particularly 
the regional, or corps, com¬ 
manders — are. quite simply, 
racketeers, selling off jobs, 
contracts, real estate, supplies 
and anything else that comes 
under their control. 

Marshal Ky. though evi¬ 
dently honest, is a hot-headed 
young pilot.' The immediate 


seat of all the recent trouble 
seems to he a kind of leirqier 
iantrum last March that led 
him to sack the former corps 
commander at "Da Nang. 

* * * 

Secondly, these is the un¬ 
doubted alienation, no only of 
the militant Buddhists, but of 
virtually the whole elite of the 
central coastal plain stretch¬ 
ing from Hue to within a few 
hours of Saigon. Though cool 
to the Saigon government and 
suspicious of all foreigners, 
i n e 1 u d i n g Americans, the 
Centre has at all times 

represented a distinctly na¬ 
tionalistic strain. 

* * * 

Probably the best way to 
repel communism in Viet 
Nam is tn mobilize the 
xenophobic nationalism of the 
Centre. But the Centre is 

under the gun of the govern¬ 
ment. It will be a very lucky 
thing if the Centre, and in 

particular the militant Bud¬ 
dhists. do not commence 
private negotiations with the 
Communists. It will not be the 
first time that militaristic 
regimes backed by the United 
States have driven local 
nationalists into the arms of 
the Communists. 

* * * 

Thirdly, the avenue for 
moving from military to civil¬ 
ian rule has now been 
blocked. Even if some kind of 
elections are held, nobody can 
have any faith in their honesty 
or seriousness. Gen. Ky has 
already indicated that he 
intends to rule no matter 
what the result of the pofl. 


Lastly, the other side can 
only bp further convinced of 
the futility of keeping up the 
fight. The only true possibility 
of heading off the insurgency 
is to divert Its support to a 
genuinely nationalistic gov- 
ernment that might have 
emerged from free elections. 
Bub against a regime that is 
as inherently weak and un¬ 
stable as the Ky regime, the 
Communists are bound to 
keep up the pressure. 


The truth of the matter I* 
that in the face of this plain 
menace thp American res¬ 
ponse was uncertain and 
weak. Ambassador Henry 
Cabot Izxlge never made it 
clear that the United States 
absolutely insisted on free 
elections without any advance 
military' horseplay. When Ky 
first said that he would stay 
in power for another year, 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
said only that he must have 
been misinterpreted 
Perhaps President Johnson 
and Rusk and Ambassador 
Lodge have some clear pn> 
gram for South Viet Nam But 
to me. anyway, that is not the 
way it looks. To me. it is nof 
clear that they know what 
they are doing.

The Johnson administration continue* to support the Ky 
regime although US. officials were angry with Ky last 
weekend for sending hoops to Da Nang without consulting 
or even telling the United States.

If the worst fears about political fragmentation of South 
Viet Nam are borne out, President Johnson may he facing 
surh difficult and fundamental questions as these about the 
U.B Viet Nam policy in the months ahead: 

9 Should U S. forces take over more of the fighting 
from the South Vietnamese army, and can they? 

• Can South Viet Nam be secure from Communist 
• control if leaders in Saigon, Da Nang and Hue cannot even 
settle their own internal differences? 

• If the United States is to stay in the country and 
pursue the war, will it have to assume a far greater role of 
political responsibility or, at ihe other extreme, concentrate 
jjs military power increasingly in fortified positions along 
the coast, thus separating them rtipre and more from the 
people?

When rapid intermitten flashes of yellow light 
aie exhibited at a place other than an intersection 
by a traffic-control signal, 

(a) the driver of a vehicle approaching the 
signal may cause the vehicle to pass the 
signal only with caution, and shall yield 
the right-of-way. to pedestrians in the 
roadway or on a crosswalk (if any) irrthe 
vicinity of the signal; and 

(b) a pedestrian may proceed across the road¬ 
way with caution. 

Comment 

An example of this type of traffic-control 
signal may be found In the 700-block Yates Streel. 
Pedestrians should exercise courtesy and caution 
at such a crossing.

PARIS (UPI) — President de 
Gaulle Wednesday warned West 
Germany 70,000 French troops 
will be pulled out of German 
territory unless a satisfactory 
agreement is reached for keep¬ 
ing them there after they are 
withdrawn from NATO com¬ 
mand. 

He set July 1, 1967, as the 
deadline in a short, toughly- 
worded note handed to West 
German Ambassador Manfred 
Klaiber by Herve Alphnnd, 
secretary-general of the French 
foreign ministry, informed 
sources reported. 

SHARP EXCHANGE 

It was the latest in a series of 
sharp exchanges between 
France and its NATO partners 
since de Gaulle announced his 
decision to pull all French 
forces out of the alliance by 
July 1 and ordered U.S. troops 
and bases and NATO s military 
headquarters withdrawn from 
France by next April 1. 

The French note called on the 
Bonn government to state 
clearly whether it wants the two 
French Army divisions and 
three tactical air force wings to 
remain in Germany after July 
1. 1966. The note was said to 
have rejected any form of 
disguised integration between 
the French forces and other 
Allied units after July 1, aa the 
Germans had proposed.

WASHINGTON (UP!) — The 
Johnson administration, “clari¬ 
fying" an earlier statement, 
a'rongly endorsed Thursday 
legislation to impose mandatory 
' ehlcte safety standards oo the 
nation's automakers. 

The administration position 
*« presented in a statement 
by TJ.S. Cbmmerce Secretary 
Connor, designed to clear up "a 
mbunderstentling'' over a pre¬ 
vious commerce department let¬ 
ter. 

The original letter was sent; 
to chairman Warren G. Mag- 
mison. D- Washington, of rhe 
Senate commerce committee 
Wednesday. Signed by the com¬ 
merce department's general 
counsel, the letter Indicated that 
the administration was opposed 
to mandatory standards. 

But Connor said the letter 
meant just the opposite. 

“In short, the department’s 
report recommended a clarifi¬ 
cation in the administration bill 
so that there would be no ques¬ 
tion but that there would be a 
mandatory duty to issue motor 
vehicle safety standards," Con¬ 
nor said. 

The senate committee will 
start next Tuesday drafting a 
final version of the administra¬ 
tion's traffic safety package.

Papers Help Tomato 


IJ> >i. v. < iiesm r 

If you have not already dune so, ir is 
abuut time now to consider selling oat 
tomtUo plants. Some judgment, must 
be exercised here, for not only must 
the date be chosen with one eye on 
the weather forecasts and on the micro¬ 
climate of your particular district, but 
also the plants should lie acclimatized 
gradually to outdoor living, and' the 
actual planting done with the full use 
of your green thumb. Tomatoes are 
not entirely happy and at home in our 
cool summers, and they need all the 
help we can give them 

Hereabouts, it is reasonably safe to 
set them out around the middle of May, 
although it Is always a good idea to 
cover them with hotkapa to keep the 
soil warm and protected against night 
ground frosts. Hotkaps, in case you 
don't know them, are the poor man's 
greenhouse—little tent* made of heavy 
waxed paper, available at most garden 
shops. 

A * * 

For about a week before planting 
out. the plants should be hardened off 
by setting them outdoors during the 
day. In this way, they become accus¬ 
tomed gradually to the rigors of out¬ 
door living, and they get away to a 


much I»etter start than when thpy are 
jumped abruptly fiotn cosy, soft indoor 
living to the outdoors. 

In the actpal planting, I am more 
sold than ever on the shftgy newspaper 
technique, and since I first explained 
this trick tour or five years ago, I 
have had hundreds of letters reporting 
bumfier crops and much earlier ripe 
tomatoes as a result. 

* A * 

Briefly, this planting technique con¬ 
sists of saving your old newspapers, 
tearing them into strips and soaking 
them overnight in a tub of water. When 
setting out a tomato plant, a fairly 
deep hole is dug. about 14 indies deep, 
and two big double handfuls o t the 
soggy wet newsprint are dumped into 
the bottom. The hole is filled in, then 
the tomato plant is planted in the usual 
way and at the usual depth. 

A A * 

During the planting, a little water 
is poured around the roots to settle the 
soil. In our case, rather than plain 
water, we add a few drops of vitamin 
B-l, about six drops per gallon, and 
alxmt a cupful of this "Planter’s Punch” 
to each plant. When the solution drains 
away, the planting is completed wilti 
loose, dry soil on top. 


Incidentally, we use this transplant¬ 
ing solution for ALL planting and trans¬ 
planting operations, from a tiny seedling 
to a half-grown tree, for the vitamin 
B-l contains certain hormone chemicals 
which act as a specific against trans¬ 
planting shock and get the roots off to 
a gopd start. Another chemical, a* good 
if not better far this purpose, is Trans- 
plantone, but it isn't as easy to find 
in the stores as Dixbn's Vitamin B-l. 


The idea of the wad of wet news¬ 
paper is to provide a long-lasting source 
of moisture deep down under the roots. 
Actually, any sponge-like, moisture-re¬ 
taining material could be used—peat 
moss, seaweed or what have you; we 
use old newspapers because they cost 
nothing and are always on hand. From 
this deep reserve supply, a small but 
steady trickle of moisture percolates 
upward by capillary action through the 
soil to the deep roots of the tomato 
plant, in exactly the same way as your 
potted African violet sucks up water 
from the saucer under its pot. 

Tomatoes planted in this way never 
seem to suffer from cracked fruits, 
bloaaom-end rot. or any of the other 
trouhles so often encountered during 
our summer dry spells.

I took the same airline 
down to Florida and back last 
month.

"It's not the brand of 
coffee,” she said. "I took 
some home ami tried It, and 
it's quite good.

B.C. Closes Circle

Missing link to the around- 
B.C. highway system will 
close today when the Queen of 
Prince Rupert sails from 
Kelsey Buy bound for Prince 
Rupert. 

For the rebel ferry, which 
has already been in the news 
more than most boats in B.C. 
history, the journey marks 
the end of an eventful child¬ 
hood and the beginning of a 
pioneering career. 

From the time the $6,500,000 
ferry began a-building she 
promised to be a different 
type of craft to any on the 
coast. 

To begin with her designer 
was Knud E. Hansen of 
Copenhagen. When his design 
was complete B.C. govern¬ 
ment ferry authority took 
over and the result was a 
complete new design from the 
main deck upwards. Laid 
edge to edge the blueprints 
used during construction : 
would cover 81,000 square J 
feet. 

* * * 

At the peak of her produc¬ 
tion this new concept in 
ferries had a crew of better ( 
than 300 skilled tradesmen 
•warming over her with lov¬ 
ing care. 

One of the intriguing char¬ 
acteristics in her construction 
Is the bow which opens like a 
visor to permit loading of cars 
and gives the ferry the 
appearance of being cargo 
hungry. 

The bridge is an uncluttered 
maze of the most modem 
controls available. Ship move¬ 
ments and speed are adjusted 
through hand controls by the 
officer on the bridge. 

During final trials off Vic¬ 
toria the Queen averaged 
19.39 knots which will give her 
a couple of knots in hand as 
required cruising speed on the 
22-hour journey will be 17 
knots. 

From the time of her 
launching the Queen has en¬ 
joyed notoriety as an unusual 
ship. *
